Andros  polnta  out  that  tha  crux  of 
that  wkola  matter  la  in  tha  flrat  sen- 
tence, which  apaelflcally  atates  that 
"tha  term  during  which  each  Alder- 
man, whan^ elected,  shall  hold  the  of- 
floa of  Alderman  shall  be  the  period 
of  two  years,"  and.  In  Interpreting 
this,  he  holds  it  to  mean,  having  se- 
cured legal  advice  on  the  subject,  that 
the  Council  elected  In  January,  1S21, 
should  hold  office  until  the  December 
alaetlon  of  II St. 

"The  next  annual  munldpel  alee- 
tion."  Mid  Mr.  Androa,  "would  ba 
in  Daoambar,  1S3S,  am  tha  annual 
alaetlon  In  ISSl  was  already  held  in 
Jaaoarr.  ISSl,  and  two  annual  elec- 
tlona  eannot  be  held  In  the  same 
year.  The  Municipal  Klectlons  Act 
states  that  an  election  shall  be  held 
In  each  year,  not  two  In  ont-  year.

WITH  QKEAT  HOIKm 


Work  of  Withdrawing  Military 
and  Police  Proceeds  With 
Rapidity — Many  Trains  Are 
in  Service 


DUBl.l.V,  Jan.  20 — A  striking  trib- 
ute to  the  departing  British  trooi>s  is 
paid  by  Qenerul  Sir  NevU  Macroady, 
military  commander  in  Ireland.  In  a 
special  order  of  tha  day.    He  says: 

"The  Qovemment  having  deeldod 
that  tha  time  has  arrived  to  com- 
mence withdrawing  truopa  from  Ire- 
land, I  wish  to  express  deep  apprecia- 
tion for  the  Hervlce  they  rendered 
during  th«  time  they  formed  part  of 
the  Irish  command.  , 

"While  I  feel  there  is  no  deslrs  on 
tka  part  of  the  army  to  rake  up  past 
animosities  or  bltternesa,  you  have 
been  called  to  perform  duties  in  many 
reapecLs  repugnant  tu  our  trsdltlons 
and  devoid  of  all  the  glamor  of  war, 
though  in  many  ways  entailing  great- 
er strain  and  greater  Individual 
danger. 

"The  call  has  been  answered  in  a 
manner  worthy  of  the  bent  tradltlonit 
of  the  service.  I  honestly  believe  no 
other  troops  In  tho  world  could  havH 
carried  through  the  woric  in  which 
you  have  been  engaged  without  loss 
of  morale  or  prestige. 

"You  officers  an,t  men  have 
achieved  the  most  difficult  task  any 
soldier  can  be  called  upon  to  under- 
take. 

"Tou  amargad  with  yaar  dlaolpUne 
unahaken.  y««r  eonduai  In  tha  eyes 
of   all    fair-minded  men  kktmaleaa. 

When  history  is  written  you  will  find 
that  you  contributed  no  inconsider- 
able share  towards  what  we  hope 
may  prove  eventually  settled  peace 
and  proap^rity  to  Ireland."

Tho  com- 
mlttae  did  adopt,  however,  a  resolu- 
tion expressing  the  hope  of  the 
rowers  that  China  speedily  would  re- 
dace  the  large  mtlltary  forron  now 
maintained  within  her  bo.-ders. 

That  action,  the  reso'utUm  de- 
clared, was  considered  requisite  to 
any  real  rtnanclal  rehabilitation  of 
the  Chl.-iese  (Government. 

Meantime,  in  another  subdivision 
of  the  conference,  the  groundwork 
was  laid  for  another  international 
gathering.  which  xomr  dok-uates 
seemed  to  regard  sh  a  partial  reallwi- 
tlon  of  Prealdent  Harding's  plan  for 
a  continuing  series  of  meetings  to 
discuss  world  affairs.

able  to  do.  It  is  true.  Mr.  Mother- 
well aald,  that  the  pa»Tonage  eystenf 
would  only  be  introduced  after  its 
evila  and  abuses  had  baan  dlaoardad, 
although  he  Hrav*  no  Indlsatlon  of 
what  he  meant  by  this. 

Under  the  Old  Oa^rammant  a  long 
step  forwiird  had  been  taken  Jn  do- 
ing away  with  patronage,  and  the 
CIvM  Servlee  Commlselen  had  been 

given  aijlhorlty  to  nmke  appoint- 
ments on  the  merlls  of  the  appllcanta 
and  for  no  other  raaaoi\  save  prefer- 
'  Mce  being  given  to  those  who  had 
served  during  the  war.  That  system 
was  atlU  on  trial,  but  there  are  few 
who  will  dl8»sta  thalaat  th.>i  tho  re- 
sults were  beglnninc  to  prove  bene- 
ficial. If  it  Is  to  ba  dispensed  wHh 
now.  and  the  old  system  of  patron- 
age or  something  approximating  it 
Is  to  be  substituted,  the  publla  aervtce 
of  iho  aoftntry  will  vndaiibtodlr  anf- 
fer. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  Klttff,  during  his 
elsction  campaign,  spoks  often  of 
the  Ideala  which  should  b«  Intro- 
duced into  the  administration  of 
public  affairs.  One  of  thoee  ideals 
ia  promotion  by  merit  and  the  entry 
to  government  service  by  competitive 
examination.  Tha  patronage  aystsm 
meant  that  party  followera,  very  of- 
ten irrespective  of  their  abllitieH,  ob- 
Uined  polltleal  appointments  over 
the  heads  of  thoae  who  stood  In  orde-r 
for  promotion.  By  reverting  to  thia 
system  the  party  amvlng  for  the 
spoils  of  office  may  bo  aattafled  but 
the  good  of  the  country  will  not  be 
oonsultad.
